The letter written by Secretary 0. K. 
Davis of the Progressive convention to 
Chairman Warren G. Harding of tha 
liepublican convention submitting the 
peace conference resvlution was as foi- 
lows: 

“Hy direction of the Progressive na- 
tional convention | transmit for the 
consideration of the Republican nations! 
convention copy of a resolution duly 
adopted by the Progressive national cou- 
vention at its afternoon session, June 
%, 1916.” 

The resolution reads: “In the apirit of 
the statement approved at the meeting 
of its National Committes held on Jan. 
11 last past, the national convention of 
the Progressive party invites and re- 
quests the national convention of the 
Republican party to appoint a commit- 
tee of conference to meet and confer 
with a eimilar committee from this 
body.”’ ’ 

Harding's Reply. 

Chairman Harding replied: 

“Upon receipt of your communtieation 
of today conveying the resolution passed 
by the Progressive national convention, 
I read the same to the national conven- 
tion in session assembled this afternoon 
and beg to reply that the cenvention 
directed me to appoint a committee of 
five to confer with the committee of 
five appointed by the Progressive na- 
tional convention.

SUFFRAGE, START BRIEF 
DEMONSTRATION FOR T. R. 


First Session of Yesterday Given Over to Ad- 
dresses, Followed by Business Meeting, Which 
Includes Selection of Peace Committee. 


CHICAGO, June ¥.—The Republican 
convention yesterday accepted the invi- 
tation of the Progressives to a confer- 
ence for harmony. A proposal to that 
end, adopted first in the Progressive 
convention, was received in the Repub- 
lican convention and adopted with a 
fow scattering ‘“‘noes’’ and’ virtually no 
demonstration. 

Senator Redd Smooi of Utah, Sen- 
ator William E. Borah of Idaho, former 
Senator W. Murray Crane of Massa- 
chusetts, Nicholas Murray Butler of 
the New York delegation and former 
Representative A. R. Johnson of Iron- 
ton, O., were ap»yointes as the Repub- 
ican conference. The complexion of 
the committee was generally regarded 
&s one which would not accept Col. 
Roosevelt for the presidential nomina- 
tion, but, on the othe: hand, would not 
insist upoh an agreement on Justice 
Hughes. 


Speeches at Morning Seasion. 
When the convention reconvened yes- 


terday morning the temporary organiza- 
tion was made permanent. Chairman 
Harding received an ovation and the 
committee reports were adopted. While 


waiting for the report of the resolu-. 


tions committee, Chairman Harding 
mmoned Thauncey M. Depew, “Uncle 
Joe” Cannon and Senator Borah of 
Idaho to come to the platform in turn, 
and they were called on for speeches. 
After Borah finished the convention 
took a recess to + p. m. to await the 
report of the resolutions committee. .” 

“It seems to me there is a relation

Cannon Sanguine of Result, 
“Chauncey,” said Cannon, turning 


to Depew, “IT am coming to your one 
hundredth anniversary.” The crowd 
laughed. 


“We fell out from the personal 
standpoint largely four vears ago,” 
said Cannon, “but there is not going 
to be any further falling out, be- 
cause this convention will nominate 
a worthy ticket and it will be 
elected.” 

“This year we'll have no shibboleth 
from anybody,” he said. “The coun- 
try’s bigger than any man or set of 
men.”’ 

Cannon closed by predicting that 
“the gates of Hell” would not pre- 
vail against the Republican platform 
if it were made broad enough to 
cover all Americans, 


The principal developments in the Re- 
publican convention after it convened 
at 4 p. m. were the adoption of the 
platform, as reported by the Resolutions 
Committee headed by Senator Lodge, a 
half minute demonstration for Col. 
Roosevelt when his name was men- 
tioned for the first time in the conven- 
tion; the perfection of the permanent 
organization and adjournment until to- 
day. 

Senator Lodge mentioned Col. Roose- 
velt’s name in reading the Philippine 
plank which declares for the policy in- 
augurated by McKinley and continued 
by Roosevelt. The demonstration that 
followed was principally in the galler- 
les, although it was joined in by some 
delegates on the floor. Senator Lodge, 
well identified as a personal friend of 
the Colonel, smiled and waited until! it 
subsided. 

The outstanding incident of the day's 
session came with Senator Lodge’s an- 
nouncement of the woman suffrage 
plank. 

String to Suffrage Piank. 

“The Republican party, reaffirming 
its faith in government of the people, 
by the people and for the people, as a 
measure of justice to one-half of the 
adult people of this country favors the 
extension of suffrage to women,” read 
the Senator, and there he paused, 
while the suffragists began their dem- 
onstration. “But,” continued Senator 
Lodge when the noise subsided, “i¢ 


.| recognizes the right of east state to 


settie this question for itself.” 

There were roars of laughter at this 
qualifying phrase to what the suffra- 
gists had celebrated a8 a clear-cut vioc- 
tory and the convention hall rang with 
the demonstration of those who ap- 
proved the qualification. 

The temper of the convention man- 
agers to hear the minority was well il- 
lustrated by their conduct toward E4d- 
win J. Gross of Milwaukee, who, as a 


Imember of the Resolutions Committee, 


| presented his own minority report con- 
taining practically all the much-dis- 
cussed proposals characterized as ultra 
radical, ranging from governmental 
manufacture of munitions to the initia- 
tive, the referendum and the recall. 

Impatient delegates tried to how! him 
down, but he repeatedly was protected 
by Chairman Harding who insisted that 
he should be heard. A chorus of ‘‘noes”’ 
disposed of his report. 

The convention referred contests in the 
National Committee to the National 
Committee itself, ratified the uncon- 
tested nominations and then adjourned.

Former Employer of Marie Moent- 
mann Pleads Guilty to Hiring 
Girls Under 16 Years Old. 


F. W. Hummert, superintendent of the 
Fulton Bag and Cotton Mills, 612 South 
Seventh street, the plant in which Marie 
Moentmann, 8410 Michigan avenue, lost 
both of her arms in an accident Nov. 5, 
1915, plead guilty this morning in Judge 
Miller’s court to a charge of violating 
the child labor law and was fined $25 
and costs on each of two charges. 

Judge Miller entered the fine on the 
recommendation of State Factory In- 
spector Johnson, who advised leniency, 
in view, he stated, of the fact that the 
company had made a settlement for a 
large sum with Miss Moentmann and 
that they now are taking precautions 
which bringer them within the require- 
ments of the law.

OME, children, and let us tour the

tion is being held. Here are the usual 
standards of- state delegations, the sober- 
sided aristocrats from Massachusetts, 
the long-armed apple pickers from Mich- 
igan, the red-faced farmers from Kan- 
sas and the inevitable two delegates 
from Porto Rico, who never saw that 
territory and probably came all the 
way from South Chicago, There are the 


customary flags and bunting, the great, 


battery of telegraph instruments and 
the wives and daughters of delegates 
and politicians, who wear nice little 
badges as assistant sergeants-at-arms 
and would be sure to put down a riot 
if one should start. 

“What!” you exclaim. 
Progressives all this?’’ 

Truly, my dears. They have every- 
thing the other fellows have except the 
party traditions and the elephant trade 
mark. Given those, they would let the 
Democrats have what was left of the 
Republican party. 

Perkin’s Binder-Twine Sulit. 

“What did thiseconvention cost Chi- 
cago?”’ you ask. 

Nothing. Do you see Mr. Perkins, the 
man in a light binder-twine suit, who

CHICAGO, June 
HE two conventions in Souter ale ‘in 
Chicago, are vastly different bodies, 
as anyone discovers who attends 
them. The de tes to both conven- 
tions call the ves Republicans; they 
speak in the same spirit of reverence 


of the history and traditions of the 
party, and ow look forward with equal 


hope and faith to the Republican party 
of the future, but they are as different 


- In the spirit which animates them today 


as if the delegates lived in different 
worlds, and had nothing in the past or 
future to link them together. 

The regular Republican convention is 
a cut-and-dried affair. Everything 
moves like clockwork, and a stately dig- 


nity prevails, except when the conven- t 


tion is enlivened by a joke. Then the 
delegates laugh just enough to show 
that they are human, and then they fall 
back into the manner of men in a tread- 
mill, 

Heat to Spare at Auditorium. 

The Progressive convention is neither 
cut nor dried; it is a spontaneous body, 
and most of the delegates feel like Hen- 
ry Allen of Wichita expressed him- 
self. He said he felt like a man ina 
powder mill with matches in his pocket. 
If any hotheads were sent to the regular 
Republican convention, all the warmth 
has been refrigerated out of them. But 
there is heat enough and to spare at the 
Auditorium. 

At the Republican convention the Com- 
mittee on Credentials reported on the 
contests and the report was made with- 
out discussion. How different from four 
years ago! 

But the situation is different. Then 
a large portion of the convention was 
personally interested in the contests, 
and the final complexion of the major- 
ity depended on the action of the con- 
vention. The committee gave temporary 
seats to a Taft majority, and that tem- 
porary majority proceeded to make It- 
self a permanent majority, and then it 
completed the work for which it had 
come into the political world. 

This year there were few contests, and 
it did not matter which way they were 
decided. The real contesting delegations 
are several blocks away, where, with 
a friendly Credentials Committee to 
pass upon their claims, all have been 
settled. 

Depew and Cannon Ill-Fated Choice. 

But what an ill-fated omen to have 
the Republican party's claims to the 
nation’s confidence presented by ex- 
Senator Depew and ex-Speaker Cannon. 
If the convention had deliberated four 
years it could not have picked two men 
more responsible for the revolt of 1912 
or more irritating to the Progressives, 
Mr. Depew was one of the most con- 
spicuous representatives of the preda- 
tory group which finally became so re- 
pulstve to the Republican party that 4,- 
000,000 Republicans preferred defeat rath- 
er than submit longer to its dictator- 
ship. He was the man who led the last 
fight in the Senate against the direct 
election of United States Senators. 
There is not a single reform accom- 
plished by the people during the last 4 
years which has had the honor of his 
support. What a campaign the Repub- 
licans make when they put him up to 
represent stand-pat Republicanism as 
it is to reappear before the public! 

“Laugh and forget your sins and your 
sorrows” might well have been the text 
of this distinguished humorist who so 
ably represented the New York Central 
in the United States Senate. 

And Uncle Joe! In spite of his lovable 
personal qualities, he succeeded in mak- 
ing Republicanism synonymous with 
Gannonism. And this contributed as 
much as any other one thing to the re- 
volt by which the Republican party lost 
more than half of its votes in 1912. There 
fe euly one thing that they could do 
which would aggravate the Progresstves 
more than the prominence gfven to De- 
pew and Cannon, viz: To make them § 
Conference Committee to confer with 
the Progressives on plans for reunit- 
ing the two parties. 

Borah in Violent Contrast. 

Senator Borah followed Depew and 
Cannon and presented what might be 
called a violent contrast. He was clear, 
forcible and earnest. He spoke as one 
conscious of the difference between Re- 
publicanism as it was in the beginning 
and Republicansm in its fallen state. 
He manifested an interest in having 
the party respond to the advanced 
thought of today, but he neutralized the 
effect of his effort by his attack upon 
the administration’s Mexican policy. The 
American people do not favor interven-, 
tion in Mexico and it is not likely that 
the Republican convention will challenge 

t on this subject by openly de- 
@aring in favor of intervention, although 
contain language

The resolution was at once combat- 
ted by the more radical element in 
the convention, led by ex-Congress- 
man Murdock of Kansas and Con- 
gressman McDonald of Michigan, 
Murdock warned them that they could 
expect nothing from the Republican 
convention and favored proceeding 
with the nomination of Roosevelt. 
Congressman McDonald went even 
further than Murdock and advised the 
Republican convention to depart 
thence and make its abode in the flery 
realm, wherein even a drop of water 
cannot be had to cool a parched 
tongue. 

The speeches of Murdock and Mo- 
Donald were cheered and there were 
even suggestionsg of a stampede, but 
Pinchot, Bonaparte and Foulke sup- 
ported Garfield and their counsel pre- 
vailed. But the fight indicated the 
spirit of the convention and the inde- 
pendence of the delegates and, it 
might be added, gave great encour- 
agement to Democratic onlookers. 

The acceptance by the Republican 
convention of the Progressive invita- 
tion to appoint a committee on con- 
ference makes it the important event 
of the week. There is a strong ele- 
ment in both conventions in favor of 
getting together, but the difficulties 
in the way are great and the Confer- 
ence Committee will win undying 
fame if it can devise a satisfactory 
plan for bringing the two parties into 
harmonious co-operation. I shall dis- 
cuss the platform in tomorrow’s dis- 
patches.

PROTECTION OF AMERICAN 
RIGHTS. 

We declare that we believe in and 
will enforce the protection of every 
American citizen in all the rights 
secured to him by the Constitution, 
treaties, and the law of nations, at 
home and abroad, by land and sea, 
These rights, which, in violation of 
the specific promise of their party 
made at Baltimore in 1912, the Dem- 
ocratic President and the Democratic 
Congress have failed to defend, we 
will unflinchingly maintain. 


FOREIGN RELATIONS. 

We desire peace, the peace of jus- 
tice and right, and believe in main- 
taining a straight and honest neu- 
trality between the belligerents in 
the great war in Europe. We must 
perform all our duties and insist 
upon all our rights as neutrals with- 
out fear and without favor. We be- 
lieve that peace and neutrality, as 
well as the dignity and influence of 
the United States, cannot be pre- 
served by shifty expedienta, by 
phrase-making, by performances in 
language, or by attitudes ever chang- 
ing In an effort to secure groups of 
voters. The present administration 
has destroyed our influence abroad 
and humiliated us in our own eyes. 
The Republican party believes that a 
firm, consistent and courageous for- 
eign policy, always maintained by 
Republican Presidents, tn accordance 
with American traditions, ts the best, 
as it is the only true way, to pre- 
serve our peace and restore us to 
our rightful place among the nations. 
We believe in the pacific settlement 
of international disputes and favor 
the establishment of a world court 
for that purpose, 

MEXIOAN. 

We deeply sympathize with the 
15,000,000 people of Mexico, who, for 
three years, have seen their coun- 
try devastated, their homes de 
stroyed, their fellow citizens mur- 
dered and their women outraged by 
armed bands of desperadoes led by 
eelf-seeking, conscienceless agita- 
tors, who, when temporarily success- 
ful in any locality, have neither 
sought nor been able to restore or- 
der or establish and maintain peace. 

We express our horror and tndigna- 
tion at the outrages which have been 
and are being perpetrated by these 
bandits upon American men and 
women, who were or are in Mexico, 
by invitation of the laws and of the. 
Government of that country, and 
whose rights to security in person 
anf property are guaranteed by #o0)- 
‘emn treaty obligations, We denounce 
the Indefensible methods of tnterfer- 
ence employed by this administration 
in the internal affairs of Mexico, and 
refer with shame to its failure to 
discharge the duty of this country as 
next friend to Mexico, its duty to 


4. other Powers who have relied upon 


us as such friend, and its duty to our 
citizens in Mexico, in permitting the 
continuance of such conditions, first, 
by failure to act promptly and firm- 
ly, and, second, by lending its in- 
fluence to the continuance of such 
conditions through recognition of one 
of the factions responsible for these 
outrages. 

We pledge our ald fn restoring or- 
der and maintaining peace in Mexi- 
co. We promise to our citizens on 
and near our border and to those in 
Mexico, wherever they may be found, 
adequate and absolute protection in 
their lives, liberty and property. 


MONROE DOCTRINE. 

We re-affirm our approval of the 
Monroe Doctrine, and declare its 
maintenance to be a policy of this 
country essential to its present and 
future peace and safety and to the 
achievement of its manifest destiny. 


LATIN-AMERICAN. 


"= We favor the continuance of Re- 


publican policies, which will result in 
drawing more and more closely the 
commercial, financial] and social re- 
lations between this country and the 
countries of Latin-America. 


PHILIPPINES. 

We renew our allegiance to the 
Philippine policy inaugurated by Mce- 
Kinley, approved by Congress and 
consistently carried out by Roosevelt 
and Taft. Even in this short time it 
has enormously improved the ma- 
terial and social conditions of the 
islands, given the Philippine people a 
constantly increasing participation in 
their government, and, if persisted 
in, it will bring still greater benefits 
in the future, 

We accepted the responsibility of 
the felands as a duty to civilization 
and the Filipino people. To leave 
with our task half done would break 
our pledges, injure our prestige 
among nations and imperil whet has 
already been accomplished. 

We condemn the Democratic ad- 
ministration for its attempt to aban- 
don the Philippines, which was pre 
vented oniy by the vigorous opposi- 
tion of Republican members of Con- 
gress, aided by a few patriotic Dem- 
ocrats. 

We reiterate our unqualified ap- 
proval of the action taken in Decem-~ 
ber, 1911, by the President and Con- 
gress to secure with Russia, as with 
other countries, a treaty that will 
recognize the absolute right of ex- 
patriation and prevent all discrimina- 
tion of whatever kind between Amer 
ican oitisens, whetner native born or 
alien, and regardless of race, reli- 
gion or previous political allegiance. 
We renew the pledge to observes this 
principle, and to maintain the right 
of asylum, which is neither to be 
surrendered nor restricted, and we 
unite In the cherished hope that the 
war which is now desolating the 
world may speedily end, with a com- 
plete and lasting restoration of 
brotherhood among the nations of 
the earth and the assurance of full 
equal rights, civil and religious, to 
all men fn évery iand. 


N OF THE COUNTRY. 


In order to maintain our peace and 
make certain the security of our peo- 
ple within our own borders, the coun- 
try must have not only adequate, but 
thorough and complete national de- 
fense, ready for any emergency. We 
must have a sufficient and effective 
regular army, and a provision for 
ample reserves, already drilied and 


disciplined, who can be called at 
once to the colors when the hour of 
danger comes. 

We must have a navy so strong anu 
s0 well proportioned and equipped, so 
thoroughly ready and prepared, that 
no enemy can gain command of the 
sea and effect a landing in force on 
either our Western or our Eastern 
coast. To secure these results, we 
must have a coherent and con 
uous policy of national defensé, 
which, even in these perilous days, 
the Democratio party has utterly 
failed to develop, but which we 
promise to give to the country. 


TARIFF. 


The Republican party stands now, 
always has, in the fullest sense, for 
the policy of tariff protection to 
American industries and American 
labor, and does not regard an anti- 
dumping provision as an adequate 
Bubstitute. Such protection should 
be reasonable in amount, but suffi- 
cient to protect adequately Amert- 
can industry and American labor, 
and be so adjusted as to prevent un- 
due exactions by monopolies or 
trusts. It should, moreover, give spe- 
clal attention to securing the indus- 
trial independence of the United 
States, as in the case of dyestuffs. 


Through wise tariff and industrial 
legislation, our industries can be so 
organized that they will become not 
only a commercial bulwark, but a 
powerful aid to national defense. 

The Underwood tariff act is a com- 
plete failure in every respect. Under 
its administration, imports have enor- 
mousty increased, in spite of the 
fact that intercourse with foreign 
countries has been largely cut off by 
reason of the war, while the revenues 
of which we stand fn such dire need 
have been greatiy reduced, Under 
the normal conditions which pre- 
vailed prior to the war, it was clear- 
ly demonstrated that this act de- 
prived the American producer and 
the American wage earner of that 
protection which entitled them to 
meet their foreign competitors, and, 
but for the adventitious conditions 
created by the war, would long since 
have paralyzed all forme of Amer- 
ican industry and deprived American 
labor of its just reward. 

It has not tn the least reduced the 
cost of living, which has constantly 
afvanced from the date of fits enact- 
ment. Welfare of our people de- 
mands fte repeal and the substitu- 
tion of a measure which, in peace as 
well as in war, will produce ample 
revenue and give reasonable protec- 
tion to all forms of American proe- 
duction tn mine, forest, field and 
factory. 

We favor the creation of a tariff 
commission, with complete power to 
gather and compile information for 
the use of Congress in all matters re- 
lating to the tariff. 


BUSINESS. 


The Republican party has long be- 
HNeved tn the rigid supervision and 
strict regulation of the transporta- 
tion and great corporations of the 
country. It has put its creed into its 
deeds, and all really effective laws 
reculating the railroads and the great 
industrial. corporations are the work 
of Republican Congresses and Presi- 
dents. For this policy of regulation 
and supervision, the Democrats, in a 
stumbling and piece-meal way, are 
left within the aphere of private en- 
terprise, es in direct eompetition 


with its own citizens, a policy which 
is sure to result in waste, great ex- 
pense to the taxpayer and in an in- 
ferior product. 


The Republican party firmly be- 
lieves that all who violate the laws 
in regulation of business should be 
individually punished. But prosecu- 
tion is very different from persecu- 
tion, and business success, no matter 
how honestly attained, is apparently 
regarded by the Democratio party as 
in itself a crime. Such doctrines and 
beliefs choke enterprise and atifle 
prosperity. The Republican party be- 
Iieves {n encouraging American busi- 
ness, as it believes In, and will seek 
to advance, all American {fnteresta. 


RURAL CREDITS. 

We favor an effective system of 
rural credits as opposed to the in- 
effective law proposed by the pres- 
ent Democratic a 


Rural Free Delivery. 

We favor the extension of the rural 
free delivery system and condemn 
the Democratic administration for 
curtalling and crippling it. 


MERCHANT MARINE. 

In view of the policies adopted by 
all the maritime nations to encour- 
age their shipping interests, and in 
order to enable us to compete with 
them for the ocean-carrying trade 
we favor the payment to ships en- 
gaged in the forelgn trade of liberal 
compensation for services actually 
rendered in carrying the mails, and 
such further legislation as will build 
up an adequate American merohant 
marine and give us ships which may 
be requisitioned by the Government 
in time of national emergency. 

We are utterly opposed to the Gor 
ernment ownership of vessels, as 
proposed by the Democratic party, 
because Government ownership, 
while effectively preventing the de- 


velopment of the American merchant 


marine by private capital, will be 
entirely unable to provide for the 
vast volume of American freight, 
and will leave us more helpless than 
ever in the hard grip of foreign syn- 
dicates. 


TRANSPORTATION, 

Interstate and intrastate transpor- 
tation have become so interwoven 
that the attempt to apply two and 
often several sets of laws to its regu- 
lation, has produced conflicts of au- 
thority, embarrassment tn operation 
and tneonventence and expense to the 
public. 

The entire transportation system of 
the country has become éssentially 
national We, therefore, favor such 
action by legislation, or, if necessary, 
through an amendment of the Consti- 
tution of the United States, as will 
result fn placing it under exclusive 
Federal control. 


ECONOMY AND A NATIONAL 
BUDGET. 

The increasing cost of the national 
Government and the need for the 
greatest economy of its resources, in 
order to meet the growing demands 
of the people for Government serv- 
ice, call for the severest condemna- 
tion of the wasteful appropriations 
of this Democratic administration, 
of its shameless raids on the treas- 
ury and of its opposition to and re- 
jection of President Taft's oft-re- 


peated proposals and earnest efforts — 


to secure economy and efficiency 
through the establishment of a sim- 
ple, business-like budget system, to

CONSERVATION. 

We believe in a careful husbandry 
of all the natural resources of the 
nation—a husbandry which means de- 
velopment without waste; use with- 
out abuse. 


OIVIL SHRVICE REFORM. 

The ctvil service law has always 
been sustained by the Republican 
party, and we renew our repeated 
declaration that it shall be thorough- 
ly and honestly enforced and extend- 
ed wherever practicable. The Dem- 
ocratic party has created, since 
March 4, 1918, 80,000 offices outside of 
the elvil service law, at an annual 
cost of $44,000,000 to the taxpayers of 
the country. 

We condemn the gross abuse and 
the misuse of the law by the present 
Democratio afministration and 
pledge ourselves to a reorganiza- 
tion of this service along lines of 
efficiency and economy. 

TERRITORIAL OFFICIALS. 

Reaffirming the attitude long main- 
tained by the Republican party, we 
hold that officials appointed to ad- 
minister the government of any ter- 
ritory should be bona fide residents 
of the territory in which their duties 
are to be performed. 

LABOR LAWS, 

We pledge the Republican party 
to the faithful enforcement of all 
Federal laws passed for the proteo- 
tion of labon ‘We favor vocational 
evocation; the enactment and rigid 
enforcement of a Federal child labor 
law: the emactment of a generous 
end _eomprehensive workmen's com- 
pensation law, within the commerce 
power of Congress, and an accident 
compensation law covering all Gov- 
ernment employes. We favor the col- 
lection and collation, under the di- 
rection of the Department of Labor, 
ef complete data relating to indus- 
trial hasards for the information of 
Congress, to the end that such legis- 
lation may be adopted as may be 
calculated to secure the safety, con- 
servation and protection of labor 
from the dangers incident to indus- 
try and transportation. 

SUFFRAGE. 

The Republican party, reaffirming 
ite faith in government of the peo- 
ple, by the people, for the people, as 
measure of justice to one-half the 
adult people of this country, favors 
the extension of the suffrage to 
Women, but recognises the right of 
each state to settle this question for 
itsel?. 

Such, are our principles, such are 
our purposes and policies. We close 
as we began. The times are danger- 
ous and the future is fraught with 
peril The great issues of the day 
have been confused by words and 
phrases. The American spirit, which 
made the country and saved the 
Union, has been forgotten by those 
charged with the responsibility of 
power. We appeal to all Americans, 
whether naturalized or native-born, 
to prove to the world that we are 
Americans in thought and deed, with 
one loyalty, one hope, one aspiration. 
We call on all Americans to be true 
to the spirit of America, to the great 
traditions of their common country, 
and, above all things, to keep the 
faith.

Set Ahead Several Years 
by Republicans. 


CHICAGO, June 9.—Woman suf- 
frage ran a curious course yesterday 
in the Republican National Conven- 
tion. First denied a place in the 
platform, then accepted as a party 
plank without reservation, it finally 
found its resting place in the Repub- 
lican resolutions as a favored propo- 
sition in principle, but with the pro- 
viso that each State should settle the 
-woman suffrage question for itself. 

The plank offered by the newly- 
formed Woman’s partv. which would 
have pledged the Republican party 
to the so-called Susan B. Anthony 
amendment was rejected. The plank 
adopted conforms more nearly to the 
request made in resolutions by the 
National Woman’s Suffrage Associa- 
tion. AS incorporated 
form the plank reads: 

“The Republican party, reaffirming 
its faith in government of the people, 
by the people and for the people, as a 
measure of justice to one-half of the 
adult people of this country, favors the 
extension of the suffrage to women, but 
recognizes the right of each state to 
settle tris question for itself.’’ 

The adverse decision, when five of 
the subcommittee of the Republican 
Resolutions Committee yoted against 
recognition or woman suffrage in the 
platform and four favored it, came 
early in the day. There was a hurried 
marshaling of the friends of suffrage 
and three hours later the Resolutions 
Committee as a whole voted 26 to 21 in 
favor of recognizing the principle of 
woman suffrage. The jubilation was 

short-lived, for within half an hour 
word came that the roll of absentees 
had been called and seven ‘/committee- 
men were hastening to the committee 
room that the favorable action might 
be reconsidered. ' 
Final Committee Vote. 

The final vote in the committee on the 
declaration as agreed upon was 85 for 
and 11 against. ; 

In the subcommittee those opposing 
votes for women were Senators Lodge, 
Wadsworth and Oliver, Charles Hopkins 
Clark and former Representative How- 
land of Ohio. Those who favored the 
plea for recognition were Senators 
Borah, Sutherland and Fall and Repre- 
sentative Madden of INinois. In the full 
committee Senator Borah was the lead- 
er for the women’s plea and Senator 

: Smoot took a prominent part in the ne- 
gotiations for an agreement which led 
to the final action. 

Credit for preventing flat rejection of 
the plank on reconsideration by the com- 
mittee was given to Senator Borah, who 
deciared that the question would be 
taken to the floor of the convention if 
the committee vote were overridden. 
This stand, it was declared, forced a 
stay of movement to overturn the rec- 
ognition and the modification recogniz- 
ing the right of the individual states to 
decide on the franchise within their 
borders was evolved.

He had been very grave, almost sor-

The most exciting diversion otherwise 
for those who came to see the show,

The episode so successfully staged by 
Senator Lodge left me very much in the 
mood for a transfer of my attendance to 
the Progressive convention, and I ar- 
rived there justin time to hear one Wil- 
liam J. MacDonald of somewhere de- 
claiming from the stage, ‘‘We must re- 
member that we are not dealing with 
honorable gentlemen but with thieves 
and robbers.”’ 


Nothing Suppressed 
at the Auditorium. 


If there is an air of suppression, of 
bottled-up explosive, and the suggestion 
of fear that something may break loose 
percolating through the urbane self- 
satisfied surface of things at the Coli- 
seum, such is not the case at the Audi- 
torium.

And exclusive- 
ness encountered at the Coliseum which 
has a capacity of many thousands of 
seats was not to be experienced at the 
Auditorium, which is bursting with its 
comparatively few thousands.

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Continued From Preceding Page. ) 
matches in my pocket. Last night in 
the corridor? of the Congress Annex 
Hotel a Republican delegate said to me, 
‘You Progressives can have everything 
you want except Roosevelt.’ I jumped 
and yelled. ‘You should not have men- 
tioned Roosevelt to me,’ I told him. 
‘It startled me.’”’ 

“Shall we get down on our knees?” 
one of the speakers asked. 

“Never,” shrieked the crowd. 

“Then what you want to send to the 
Republican commission is not a commit- 
tee for harmony, but the nomination 
of Theodore Roosevelt.” 

This was the signal for a great demon- 
stration. The moment was dangerous, 
More gentlemen stood up in the aisles, 
demanding to be heard. 

“Now, you want Teddy,” said the 
speaker, bending toward them. ‘Tae 
it from me, if you want him, you must 
nominate him before this day is 
through.”’ 

Bedlam now. Hammering on the kitch- 
en table produced no effect. 

‘Those in the aisies take their seats,’’ 
cried the chairman, frenzied. 

“We might want to demonstrate,’’ 
called back a thin delegate frém Mis- 
souri. The laugh helped to calm the 
house. The leaders, ready for such an 
emergency, read a long telegram from 
Theodore Roosevelt, doubtless held in 
reserve for just such a time. It was 
the immediate reply to one asking him 
i: he would address the Republican con- 
vention. , 

When the reading was done, the 
crowd had visibly relaxed. It was no 
longer so hysterical. The telegram was 
followed by an exhortation to patience. 

“We all know what we are here for,” 
said Mr. Wilkinson of Minnesota, ‘‘We 
all know the man we want. Yet us not 
be petulant. We have made a contract 
to make every fair and honest effort to 
form again a grand old party.” 


Convention Had No 
Desire to Be Petulant. 


The convention approved. It had no 
real desire to be petulant. Its impatience 
was only over-zeal. But it roused again 
when Albert Bushnell Hart requested 
some assurance that if they held up the 
nomination, the Republicans would not 
nominate their candidate and thus leave 
to the Progressives the onus of split- 
ting the party. Feeling which had been 
quiet began to rise again, in spite of the 
very pacific ‘speech of Charles Bona- 
parte. 

“If the Republicans refuse to agree to 
a conference, I promise that it will not 
delay either the nomination or the elec- 
tion of Theodore Roosevelt,” he said. 

But the convention had got the bit in 
its teeth now and was running wild. 

“Don’t get excited,” the chairman 
pleaded. ‘‘Now just keep cool.’”’ 

But no one wanted to keep cool. 

A firebrand gentleman, MacDonald, a 
Progressive Congressman from Michi- 
gan, ascended the platform. 

“The time has come for brutal 
frankness,” he saig. “The invisible 
Goveftnment controls the Republican 
convention now as it did in 1912.” 

Once more men were on their feet 
and in the aisles, their faces distorted 
with anger. All over the house men 
rose. 


“Gifford Pinchot and Mr. Garfield 
are gentlemen,” he said. “But in the 


other convention they are dealing 
with thieves and robbers.” 

Uproar broke loose again, crystal- 
lized at the last by a loud “good-by, 
good-by” from one of the Dalconies, 
delivered through a megaphone. 
“The only message we should send tv 
the Republican convention is to tell 
them to ‘go to hell,’”’ said MacDonald, 
thus throwing his match into the kec 
of powder. 

The lower floors of hotels last 
night were a solid mass of sweating, 
pushing, yelling and frenzied men. 
The Roosevelt followers were the 
noisy ones. To the beating of drum’: 
they screamed in unison, over and 
over, a steady bass monotone: “We 
want Teddy; we want Teddy; we want 
Teddy.” 

What does it mean? It is all 
noise? Probably. The men upstairs 
are not disturbed by the turmoil. They 
go on calmly with their President 
making. Last night it looked as 
though all the noise in the world 
would not win an additional dele- 
gate for Roosevelt.

Newest fashion expressions 


SPORT HATS 
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TRANSFORMED INTO 
UITY OF SPENDERS 


Upper Classes, Enriched, Revel 
in Luxuries as Poor Struggle 
Along. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, June 3.—‘‘Alles besetzt’”’ (all 
full) said a gorgeously uniformed indi- 
vidual standing before the street door 
of the big Friedrichstrasse cafe. The 
man to whom he spoke had no intention 
of going in, but he happened to look 
toward the door as he passed and the 
uniformed one had parroted forth his 
one phrase so many times that a glance 
in his direction sufficed to evoke it 
again. 

The passerby, however, grew curious, 
and made a trip through the better 
parts of the city. This is what he 
found: 

Threa better-class cafes with from 10 
to 30 persons standing outside or in the 
entrance way, waiting for a table to be- 
come vacant. 

All other wine or beer restaurants vis- 
ited so full that only in one could a 
free table for two persons be found. 
Two others where the doorkeeper an- 
nounced in advance: ‘Alles besetzt.’’ 

The observer had for months encoun- 
tered a daily difficulty in finding a ta- 
ble in a leading restaurant of more than 
£00 tables. In one of.the places on Unter 
den Linden the head waiter had been 
graciously pleased to let him dine on 
his promise not to retain the table long- 
er than an hour. In another Unter den 


Linden restaurant he had found that it 
was all but impossible to eat without 


reserving a table in advance. And these 
two places are the most expensive ones 
in all Berlin. 

The condition is symptomatic. War, 
which .brings poverty and misery to so 
many, brings wealth to others. Many 
persons who had been struggling along 
with barely more than the necessaries 
of life for years have grown wealthy 
almost over night. And they are spend- 
ing lavishly, spending carelessly. Ber- 
lin has become the City of Spenders. 

The crowds that fill the better 
class places go there in spite of the 
fact that everything costs more than 
before the war. Beer is dearer. Even 
coffee has -increased in price. The 
still considerable stocks of the high- 
est grade French champagnes are 
finding a bigger sale than ever be- 
fore, in the face of a price increase 
of 4 or 5 marks a bottle. A big Ger- 
man champagne firm recently de- 
clared a dividend thrice greater than 
that of the preceding year. It was 
only one dividend contributed by the 
spenders. 

Caviar 810.50 a Pound. 

Caviar costs from $4.60 to $6 a 
pound in peace times in Berlin. Until 
the recent prohibition of the further 
import of nonindispensable articles 
put an end to the business, vast 
quantities of Astrachan caviar were 
being sold for prices upwards. of 
$10.50. Similar conditions existed as 
to other luxuries. 

Dealers in fine porcelains, Oriental 
rugs, bronzes and antiques generally 
are doing a flourishing usiness. 
There are almost no really fine rugs 
left among the stocks of the Berlin 
dealers. None can be secured by im- 
port, and the spenders have bought 
up all that were on hand. A Berlin 
resident went recently to one of the 
leading auction houses in the hope 
of securing an old Turkish rug at 
a reasonable price. It sold for 20 per 
cent more than would have been real- 
ized in peace times. The same was 
true of other rugs, of jewelry, in fact 
of. nearly everything offered. The 
most fashionable jeweler in Berlin 
said to an Associated Press’ repre- 
sentative: 

“We are having great difficulty in 
keeping abreast of orders. This is, of 
course, due in part to a lack of work- 
men, but it is due also to an amount 
of business which—apart from. the 
tourist trade, which is naturally alto- 
gether lacking—-is probably ener 
than it was before the war. People 
of a class who never came here be- 
fore are now buying, and buying 
good and expensive articles. I have in 
mind a typical case. 

“Before the war a certain woman used 
to come in once or twice a year and 
buy some trifling article, rarely paying 
more than $25. She bargained inveter- 
ately, always striving to have the price 
reduced, and none of us liked to wait 
on her. She came in last week and asked 
to be shown some pear! necklaces. She 
selected one for $7500 and paid for it in 
cash, without bargaining. Her husband 
is a leather dealer. 

“Another woman of a similar type has 
made several large purchases from us. 
Pefore the war her husband had a smal! 
machine shop, employing three or four 
hands. He is now running day and 
night with 60 and has made $500,000.” 

Many Buy Pianos. 

The leading German diamond min- 
ing company will pay for 1915 a 45 per 
cent dividend, against 35 for 1914, al- 
though cut off from its mines in German 
South Africa. The sale at increased 
prices of its stock on hand in Germany 
justifies this, company officials said. 

The spenders have been buying pianos. 
Their children are taking piano les- 
sons. Fashionable tailors are making 
evening clothes for men who never be- 
fcre felt the need of them or who could 
not afford them if they did. A mild 
winter has not been able to affect seri- 
ously the business of the best furriers. 
The Associated Press representative 
asked the head of the largest theater 
ticket agency in Berlin about condi- 
tions in the theatrical world. 
“Absolutely at the top. notch,”’ he 
said. ‘Our business is every bit as 
good as at any previous time, if not 
better. Indeed, I am disposed to think 
that it is better. All theaters are doing 
well. The people seem to have plenty 
of money, and they are spending it.’’ 
This last sentence of the ticket agent 
appears to sum up the situation. In the 
nature of things, the number of these 
spenders, of the people who are benefit- 
ing by the war, must be small. Wages 
for day labor have, it fs true, increased 
greatly, but there are fewer men labor- 
ers left to draw them. Reclamations 
from military service affect chiefly only 
skilied craftsmen and leaders of under- 
takings. Hence the day laborers of mil- 
itary age are mainly with the colors. 
One notes the absence of their custom 
in the cheaper saloons and beer restau- 
fants, many of which are struggling 
with difficulty, and some of which 
have had to close their doors. But as 
one ascends the scale, one begins to 
meet the spefiders, and their number tn- 
creases in direct ratio with the ex- 


pensiveness of the resort visited.

Citizens Domiciled in England 
Must Deposit Securities or Pay 
Extra 2 Shillings Assessment. 


MAY CAUSE AN EXODUS 


Embassy Besieged by Persons 
Seeking Information on In- 
come Tax Ruling. 


LONDON, June $.—Americans domi- 
ciled here who are subiect to the in- 
come tax must sell to or deposit with 


the British Government their Amer- 
jean securities, under penalty of an 
extra two shillings tax. This informa- 
tion is given to the Associated Press 
today by an official of the American 
Dollar Securities Committee. The rul- 
ing holds whether tho securities are 
held here or in America. 

The tax of two shillings added to the 
income tax, will apply to Americans 
who have resided here long enough to 
become subject to the regular tncome 
tax, the incidence of which will be fol- 
lowed, except that no abatement will 
be granted on American securities 
which appear dn the Government’s list. 

If American securities are deposited 
with the Government only the usual 
income tax, with the ordinary abate- 
ment, will be charged, but the Gov- 
ernment prefers to purchase the se- 
curities outright. 

In the event that American residents 
here deposit their American securities 
held in the United States, the Govern- 
ment will.collect the interest and pay It 
to the owners in sterling. American resi- 
dents holding such securities tn America 
may either deposit them with or sell 
them to the Government through the 
agency of J. P. Morgan & Co. in New 
York. 

It is not unlikely that when this rul- 
ing becomes generally known there will 
be an exodus of wealthy Americans liv- 
ing in England. The-American Embassy 
and Consulate have been besieged by 
American residents seeking information 
on this point, many of whom threaten 
to depart unless the Government makes 
an exception in their favor. 

A member of the Dollar Securities 
Committee, who discussed this matter 
today, was very positive that all resi- 
dents subject to the regular income tax 
will be liable to a penal addition unless 
they dispose of their American holdings. 

Residents who are now liable to a tax 
on unearned income wil be compelled to 
pay 5 shillings on the pound, while those 
to whom the supertax applies will pay 
still more, unless they meet the Gov- 
ernment’s demand.

WASHINGTON, June 9.—Simultane- 
ously with the announcement that Pres- 
ident Wiison had finished his draft of 
the Democratic platform it was stated 
semi-officially that the name of the 
next chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee probably would be 
announced in a few days. While, per- 
functorily, the committee will name its 
ch&irman, practically the choice of the 
head of the party is always binding. 

The platform as framed by the Pres- 
ident and already ouflined in news dis- 
patches will be put through without 
change, as well as all of his suggestions 
to the convention. 

Speculation as to the  President’s 
choice for chairman of the National 
Committee at present swings around 
Senators Stone, Pomerene, James and 
Solicitor-General John W. Davis of 
West Virginias

350,000 MEN AT SALONIKI 


With Addition of 100,000 Serv- 
ians, Entente Army Still Would 
Be Under 500,000. 


By Associated Press. 

SOFIA, May 15.—In military quar- 
ters at the Macedonian front and in 
political circles here the opinion is 
expressed to the Associated Press 
correspondent that while an offensive 
move on the part of the entente 
forces at Saloniki is not out of the 
question, such a maneuver 
devoid of all prespects of success if 
undertaken with fewer than 60 army 
corps, or about 2,000,000 men. Thus 
far the entente allies have brought 
to Saloniki about 350,000 effectives. 
With the addition of 100,000 Servians 
the entente contingent would still be 
below 600,000 men, a force considered 
here as being entirely inadequate to 
undertake the rehabilitation of 
Servia. 

The terrain difficulties which the 
entente troops would be obliged to 
overcome are regarded as enormous. 
In all cases the entente troops would 
have to fight uphill. One or two 
admittedly weak points in the Bul- 
garo-Austro-German line are amply 
covered by stronger positions immedi- 
ately in the rear, it is stated to the 
correspondent, so that falling-back 
would be an entirely strategical af- 
fair. 

The Macedonian defense line runs 
in the main as follows: In the East 
it has the Cengel Dagh as its ex- 
treme point of support. These moun- 
tains are from 4500 to 4800 feet 
high, rugged and precipitous towards 
the south, the direction of attack. 
Then comes the very narrow valley 
of the Struma, the defense of which 
can be carried out from the foothills 
of Belashitza Planina. West of this 
valley lies the mountain chain named, 
a single high crest some 40 kilo- 
meters long, running due west. South 
of the range in question lies’ the 
valley and lake of- Doiran,---and 
slightly to the northwest of the 
Doiran and Vardar valleys the Bla- 
gusha Planina, in which the Anglo- 
French troops were defeated in the 
battle of Kosturina, in November, 
1916. 

Would Need Railroad. 

"rhe remainder of the Hne consists 
of the Pajjah, Marianska,' Blatec, 
Nidshe, Dobropolje Planimas and their 
connecting cresita. Then comes the val- 
ley of the Karyvsu River, southeast of 
Monastir, a teriain which so far has 
not interested ti.ec entente troops very 
much. The Sthagora Mountains and 
Malo and Prespa Lakes adjoin the very 
difficult mountain country of South- 
eastern Albania.

Letters Written by Orpet to Girl. 


lowing are some of tho letters: 

On April 8 1915, Orpet wrote: 

“This is to tell you that, at the pres- 
ent time, I still love you, and I am dy- 
ing, literally, to hear from you. I have 
just read over all your old letters and 
couldn’t help writing to you again. I 
am afraid you'll forget all about me 
down there, and that would be the fin- 
ish of yours truly. I want to see you, 
dearest, and want you badly. If I could 
only get my arm around you now, and 
get up close to you and kiss the life 
out of you, I would be happy. ° 

“Well, Marion, my darling, how are 
you anyway, since I left you in tears? 
Now, I suppose, you’re having a devil 
of a time on your vacation, and, believe 
me, I wish I could be there with you.” 

Next day he wrote: 

“You can see by this I’m _ always 
thinking of you and wishing that you 
were up here with me, for we could 
have some time. 

“It's hard to settle down to business 
again, dear, and to have nothing but 
two months’ waiting to look forward to. 
I wish you coulc realize how much I 
feel, dearest, for it is awfully hard to 
have to keep it to yourself. and partic- 
ularly know you're the only one of the 
two that feels that way. Dearest, if I 
thought that you loved me, I believe 
I'd go nuts with happiness, but I’m 
sorry to say I don’t think there’s much 
hope of it. Well, I hope you are the 
same angelical little girl that I laéft be- 
hind me.” 

On April 12 he wrote: 

“Dearest Marion: It is now five days 
since I have heard from you, and I’m 
about nuts. I’ve been expecting one 
from you every day, and it’s no joke. 

“Has Eleanor said anything to you 
yet about my kissing you down at 
Sacred Heart? If she says anything 
more, just tell her that I'll kiss her 
when I come home again; that will 
probably keep her quiet. I would like 
to kiss you right now—the more so since 
I can’t. 

“In the one letter you have written 
me you did not use the superlative of 
‘dear,’ as you said you would, and you 
may consider yourself hereby bawled 
out. From now on you will use it as 
you faithfully said you would, and if 
you don’t I will be terribly dis- 
appointed.”’

On April 17 he wrote: 

“Just got your letter, and have got 
love sickness so bad I can hardly stand 
it here.

Declarations Gradually Cool, 

The impassioned declarations of love 
grow gradually cold, untfl the time that 
the girl informed Orpet of the condi- 
tion she believed herself to be in.

“Dear Marion—I’m sorry I haven't 
been able to write before, but ever 
since I got back I’ve been trying to 
catch up with back work, and it’s not 
over with yet, either. 

“T hope you got that stuff all right— 
sent it Monday—and let me know how 
it comes out. This will have to be only 
a short one this time, as it’s pretty late 
now and I’ve got an 8 o'clock Satur-

A substantial increase in the popula- 
tion of St. Louis, as compared not only 
with a year ago, but with two years 
ago, is indicated by the 1916 city direc- 
tory, which was issued last evening by 
the Gould Directory Co. 

On the basis of z% inhabitants to a 
directory name, which the Gould com- 
pany formerly used in its annual esti- 
mates of the city’s population, the new 
directory indicates a population of 874,- 
855 for St. Louis, as compared with 843,- 
182 from last year’s directory, and 83,- 
895 from the 1914 directory. The last 
was the directory company’s published 
estimate of the city’s population in 
1914, 

Last year, because of the decrease in 
the number of names, the directory 
company ceased to print its estimate of 
population. As the size of type, and 
the space for names on a page, have re- 
mained the same throughout the three 
years, a Post-Dispatch reporter was 
enabled to figure out the comparisoa, 
on the basis of the 1914 figures.

The directory esti- 
mates of population have proven, in 
census years, to be somewhat higher 
than the Government figures, the reason 
being that the directory lists many per- 
sons who have their business connec- 
tions in St. Louis, but who reside in St. 
Louis County or on the East Side.

to a Canadian regiment on Paruament 
Hill yesterday.

Gen. Hughes received a cable 
message stating that Capt. Nivin, the 
only officer left of Princess Patricia's 
regiment, again had distinguished him- 
self by returning to the front twice after 
receiving wounds.

QUITS, CRITICISES 
FREE BRIDGE WORK 


D. A. Sheedy Tells of Friction 
With W. F. Collar and As- 
sistant, N. R. Graham. 


D. A. Sheedy, superintendent of steel 
erection on the municipal free bridge, 
who sent his resignation Monday to 
Clinton H. Fisk, said today that his ac- 
was caused by constant friction 
with W. F. Collar, superintendent of 
construction and Nelson R. Graham, 
Collar’s assistant, culminating In a quar- 
rel when Sheedy refused to employ Wil- 
liam J. Smith, son-in-law of Graham, at 
Collar’s request, to assist another man 
in watching an engine. Sheedy refused 
to employ him because, he says, only 
one man was needed. 

Sheedy did not know when he took 
the job, he says, that he was to be 
under Collar. The only condition on 
which he will return is the sepera- 
tion of the steel work from the con- 
crete work and the keeping of sep- 
arate expense accounts for the two 
departments. 

Criticises His Superior. 

Sheedy criticised Collar’s work. He 
said that after a trestle had been 
erected across a slough on the east 
side, at a cost of $1400, it was dis- 
covered to be in the way of a pier and 
had to be torn down and rebuilt. He 
says that after a dam had been built 
across a slough, at a cost of $1400, 
so the water could be pumped out, 
the pumps were found inadequate. 
The dam was torn down and the 
water was left to drain itself when 


the river fell. 
Pi a chute had been built, at a 


cost of $2800, he says, to carry concrete 
material from the tracks to the mixer, 
more men were required to push the 
material down the chute than were 
needed to handle it in wheelbarrows and 
the chute was torn down.

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|AUTOIST QUESTIONS 
RIGHT OF STATE 10 
FIK SPEED LIMIT 


Anderson Gratz Contends in 
Court It Should Depend on 


Skill of Driver. 


The legality of the State law which 
says anyone driving an automobile at 
more than 25 miles an hour may be 
charged with and careless 


driving was questioned in the Circuit 
Court at Clayton today by Anderson 
Gratz of Kirkwocd, vice president of 
the American Manufacturing Co, 
Gratz had been convicted and fined $25 
and had appealed from a justice court. 
After today's hearing Judge McElhin- 
ney took the case under advisement. — 

Not denying that he ran his automo- 
bile 35 miles an hour on the Ladue 
road near the Country Club,: May 138, 
1915, Gratz made the defense that no 
arbitrary speed maximum should . be 
established by law. The only limita- 
tion, he contended, should be the. skill 
and known carefulness of the driver. 

Gratz testified that he had been. driv- 
ing automobiles since they came _ into 
general use and is the owner of six 
machines. His attorney, Davis Biggs, 
described Gratz as “‘sober, careful and 
considerate,’’ and said he was such a 
man as might safely be permitted to 
drive a car at high speed. 

The State held that, no matter how 
careful a driver might be, a defect in 
the mechanism of his car or a hole in 
the road might cause an accident when 
he was driving fast. 

Arthur Madden, the Deputy Sheriff 
who made the arrest, testified that 
within half a mile Gratz passed a totr- 
ing car, a boy leading three polo ponies, 
a horse and buggy and a truck. 

Gratz’s attorney turned this testimony 
to his crient’s account by saying that 
as Gratz passed all these without hurt- 
ing anybody, it showed he was driving 
carefully, despite his high speed.

ATTACK PLANNED 


ON VALIDITY OF 
COUNTY ROAD BOND 


Thomas K. Skinker to Intervene 
in Friendly Suit; May Hold 
Up Work 3 Years. 


Thomas  K. Skinker, lawyer and 
wealthy resident of Clayton, announced 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
he intended to take an active part in 
the “friendly suit’ to be filed in the 
State Supreme Court, probably next 
Monday, for the purpose of settling cer- 
tain legal questions connected with the 
$3,000,000 good roads bond issue, author- 
ized by a majority of the voters of St. 
Louis County at a special election Feb. 
15, 

Skinker, who was an opponent of the 
bond issue, said he would carry the suit 


beyond the point intended by the coun- 


~~ 
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ty authorities, and would attack. the 
validity of the bonds, carrying the mat- 
ter to the United States Supreme Court 
if necessary. His entry into the case 
will make the suit an unfriendly one, 
and he said it might result in a delay 
of three or four years, before the bonds 
can be issued and the work of road 
building begun. 


Planned Friendly Suit. 
Prosecuting Attorney Ralph, who has 


been adviser of the County Court in the 
bond issue matter, announced the plans 
for the “friendly spit’ in an interview 
in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch, following 
a preliminary announcement three weeks 
ago. He said the validity of the bonds 
would not be attacked in the suit, but 
that he would seek to get the Supreme 
Court to declare the denominations tin 
which the bonds must be issued and 
their duration. He belleves they will 
bring a better return if they are sold 
in large denominations and for a long 
period. 

The question whether the bonds are 
to be exempt from taxation may not be 
raised, Ralph said. The statute of 1909, 
authorizing county improvement bond 
issues, says such bonds shall not be 
taxable, but the State Constitution, in 
listing exemptions from taxation, doez 
not include such bonds. . Ralph held that 
this makes the bonds taxable, but does 
not affect the validity of the issue. 

But Skinker declared today that this 
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conflict, admitted by Ralph, between 
the statute of 1909 and the Constitution. 
renders the whole statute unconstitu- 
tional, and that bonds issued under au- 
thority of the statute would be invalid. 
The St. Louis County bond issue is the 
first one voted under the authority of 
this statute. 

Another reason advanced by Skinker 
for believing the bonds would be in- 
valid is that, as he alleges, incorporated 
towns do not share in the benefits of 
the bond issue, though the taxpayers of 
those towns must pay their share of the 
taxes. This, in his opinion, is contrary 
to both the State and United States 
Constitutions. 

Will Hasten Decision. 

Skinker said that, if the “friendly 
suit” had not been planned by Ralph, he 
had intended to test the validity of the 
bonds. He would have done this, he 
said, by waiting until a tax bill was 
sent him, including an item for interest 
on the bonds, and he would then have 
refused to pay this part of his taxes, 
and would have resisted a suit by at- 
tacking the validity of the bonds. He 
thinks it much better that the question 
be decided before the bonds are placed 
on the market, even if a delay of sev- 
eral years should’ result. As a lawyer, 
he has made a study of statutes per- 
taining to bond issues. 

Judge McElhinney of the Clayton Cir- 
cuit Court, when told of Skinker's an- 


nounced intention, remarked, ‘‘Well, | Mr. 
Skinker is an authority on bonds.” Hi¢ 
would express no further opinion. ~~ 
Skinker said he opposed a bond issue 
extending the payments for new roads 
over a 2-year period, because, in | his 
opinion, the roads would last not m ore 
than 10 years. He favored s 
road tax, to provide an annual !f 
of $400,000, and a pay-as-you-go pian 6 
road building.

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“WEASEL” PLATFORMS. 

While Theodore Roosevelt was denouncing “the 
most evil service” and tlie “shabby deeds” of Pres- 
ident Wilson yesterday, the Roosevelt party was 
framing a platform in which there is not a word 
-that directly challenges a single policy or a single 
measure or a single act of the Wilson administra- 
tion. 

While Roosevelt was ranting against the “sin- 
ister, professional German-Americans,” the Roose- 
velt party was framing a platform in which there 
is not a word that relates to the alleged German- 
American conspiracy or the hyphenated propa- 
ganda. 

While Roosevelt has been assailing the Presi- 
dent for his “weasel words” in respect to uni- 
versal voluntary military training, the Roosevelt 
party frames a platform in which there is not a 
word that favors the compulsory military training 
which Roosevelt advocates. 

It is a platform that is silent about Belgium 
and all the pretended obligations of the United 
States about which Roosevelt h&s frothed and 
flamed. 

It is a platform that is silent about.war with 
Mexico and shirks every demand for intervention 
that Roosevelt has made. 

It is a platform that is silent about the Presi- 
dent’s submarine policy against which Roosevelt 
has roared and thundered. 

It is a platform that accepts President Wilson’s 
preparedness policy concerning which Roosevelt 
has torn passion to tatters. 

It is a platform which expresses no definite 
convictions except in favor of a restoration of a 
monopoly tariff. 

It is a platform which smothers all of Roose- 
velt’s militant speeches and vehemently declares 
that “we stand for peace.” 

The Progressive platform reveals a party that 
is as bankrupt in issues as the Republican party. 
fndeed the two platforms might have been fut to- 
gether by the same master hand—a little more 
rhetoric in the Bull Moose production and a little 
more Wall street in the Republican production. 

What stands forth above everything else in 
both platforms is the hypocrisy of the Roosevelt 
and the Republican attacks on President Wil- 
son’s European policy and handling of the diplo- 
matic affairs of the United States during this 
world war. When the time came to act official- 
ly, neither party dared to make good its verbal 
assaults upon the President. Neither party dared 
to go before the country on the partisan issues it 
had tried to raise. Neither party dared to tell 
the American people wherein the President had 
done what he ought not to have done or failed to 
do what he ought to have done. 

What both of these Republican parties have done 
is to frame platforms designed to hold the Ger- 
man vote, which is mainly Republican; to hold 
the advocates of peace, who are as numerous in 
the Republican party as in the Democratic party; 
to hold the opponents of extreme preparedness 
who constitute a majority of both parties and to 
hold Wall street and the tariff monopolists, who 
must be relied upon to provide the soap for the 
campaign. 

Both platforms suck the meaning out of the 
partisan attacks on President Wilson’s wisdom, 
courage and Americanism. 
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THE SQUELCHING OF HARDEN. 
The imperial German Government has seized 
the latest number of Maximilian Harden’s paper, 


Die Zukunft, in which he said that Germany 
was responsible for the war; that the German 


Chancellor is unreasonable to expect the allies to 
make peace on the war map basis; that all the 
belligerents must agree to an organized peace, 
guaranteeing absolute sovereignty to everyone, 
with an international tribunal to make unruly 
nations respect their decision, and that the time 
for such agreement may soon be gone forever. 
But, when the imperial Government thus closed 
the stable, the horse had gone a long distance 
and could never be caught. The news, for exam- 
ple, which might have been published in the 
9200 newspapers of Germany and Austria-Hun- 
gary, had got where it had a chance to be pub- 
lished by 24,000 newspapers in the United States 
ana Canada, 9800 newspapers in Great Britain 
and the rest of her colonies, 4600 newspapers in 
France, 1600 newspapers in Italy, 2000 in Japan 
and about 6000 in the rest of the civilized coun- 
tries. 

And Harden's article was the kind which the 
other 50,000 newspapers, outside of the central em- 
pires, will delight to print. © 
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A FEAST OF SURGERY. 

“Three hundred and thirty-two thousand ‘cases’ 
were submitted to the greatest of all medical con- 
gresses ever held in history,” says the Paris 
‘Temps, referring to the meeting in Paris of the 
medical staffs of the French and British armies in 
May. Each army corps had sent representatives 
with all the detailed experience of the attached 
medical departments. 

“For once medical science,”’ says the newspaper, 
‘has been surfeited with experience> and the 
resultant sum of knowledge is simply monu- 
mental.” The cases submitted ranged from major 
surgery to simple malaise; and include neurotic, 
cardiac, enteric, septic, ophthalmic and all organic 
troubles. 

The most interesting salient features of the “re- 
sults” to the lay eve, says the writer, are the defi- 
nite conclusions reached about the extent of in- 
juries inflicted by the various firearms. Machine- 
gun wounds are fatal only in 7 per cent of the 
cases, as the missiles rarely tear through an ar- 
tery, the impetus being insufficient to pierce bony 
or tough structures, but seek the point of least 
resistance—the muscles—while the bullets from 
a modern rifle plow their way through any struc- 
ture, but rarely imbed themselves in the body. 
Rather do they tear clean-cut and easily irri- 
gated holes through bone, Ngament or vessel, and 
finally find their way out of the body on the side 
opposite to that of entry, rarely even splintering 
bones, but cutting a clean course through them. 
Cannon balis usually kill outright. From a sur- 
gical viewpoint shrapnel is the most dangerous 
traumatic agent, as it always imbeds dirty metal 
fragments in the tissues. 
Amputations have, in the greatest number of 
cases, been found unnecessary; and the surgeons 
have almost altogether relied on aseptic irrigation. 
Nature, so alded, has, in the vast majority of cases, 


righted herself withqut loss of limb, Hence, after;

arm or leg. Eighty-seven per cent of the wounded 
have recovered, ‘‘as the bulk of casualties is from 
machine-gun fire, rifle fire usually being at long 
range and effective only in a negligible percentage. 
While cannon fire is usually fatal, it is so “uncer- 
tain that sometimes mountains of metal are pro- 
jected for hours without producing one casualty.” 
With regard to disease the report says dyspepsia 
is rare. Appendicitis also is absolutely forgotten, 
and “practically no cases have offered.” Even 
pulmonary troubles are scarce, “and patients for- 
get to cough in the trenches.” The greatest source 


poison gases; and the congress strongly urges 
upon the whole world to prohibit for all future 
wars the use of such uselessly cruel methods. 
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WOMEN TRIUMPH AT CHICAGO. 

The enfranchisement of women makes a start- 
ling advance in the favorable declaration by the 
Republican national convention. 

While the right of the states to settle the ques- 
tion for themselves is recognized, extension of suf- 
frage is indorsed in principle as a measure of jus- 


and is sound in law as perpetuatinyz the states’ 
constitutional control of the qualifications of 
voters. 

Though logical and foreshadowed by a steady 
progress against all handicaps in prior stages of 
the movement, the action was unexpected. Con- 
ventions do not always do the logical and indi- 
cated thing. The affirmative decision in the full 
committee had been preceded only a few hours 
by a negative decision in its subcommittee, 

Since the last Republican national convention 
five states with a representation of 25 votes in the 
Electoral College have enfranchised their women. 
In addition, partial suffrage has been conferred 
in the great State of Illinois. Full territorial suf- 
frage has been granted in Alaska. 

Eleven states have now recognized the right 
and duty of women t6 participate in public affairs 
and granted them equal opportunity with men’ in 
selecting 62 votes in the Electoral College. 

What the Republicans have done means that as 
a matter of political expediency even the party of 
conservation and property cannot afford longer 
to ignore these 62 electoral votes, which are two 
more than are controlled by the pivotal states of 
New York and Indiana and only seven less than 
are controlled by New York and Ohio. 

The committeemen approached their decision 
with minds rendered receptive by the analogy of 
other great reforms in the past. They recorded 
the conviction of the average man that the vote 
for women is inevitable and that the only ground 
for difference is as to the time when conviction or 
mere expediency will enable it to be put into ef- 
fect. 

Indorsement of the women’s cause at Chicago 
of course marks out the reasonable and necessary 
course to be pursued at St. Louis. The women 
who will form the golden lane for the entrance 
of delegates to the meeting place of the Demo- 
cratic national convention ought to be greatly 
enheartened. 

Without a plank at least expressing sympathy 
for the movement, conceding its justice and recog- 
nizing its probability of early triumph, the plat- 
form will be incomplete and disappointing.

William B. Jackson, Republican national com- 
mitteman and former Senator from Maryland, 
gave Col. Roosevelt an oportunity when he wired 
him to come to Chicago in the interest of har- 
mony.

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STANDARDIZING THE WOMEN. 

The recommendation of the federated women's 
clubs of standardized street dress for members 
of their sex is a subject of a great deal of ap- 
proving comment. 
It is declared to be a means of money saving 
and evidence that the women are becoming 
sensible in the matter of attire. But the street 
dress, in fact, all dress of women, seem already 
to be most successfully standardized. Any wom- 
an who doesn’t believe it may be convinced by 
appearing on the downtown streets in a dress 
of the 1918 season and a hat of as late a model 
as a year ago last fall. She would find herself 
about the only woman in sight not standardized. 

As a matter of fact women grasped the stan- 
dardizing idea long before their brothers did. 
Fashions for women are an example of stan- 
dardization to which even a motor car factory 
has no counterpart. . 

The trouble with women’s standardization i 
that it doesn’t last long enough. If the federa- 
tion’s suggestion means that a street dress of 
this season will be available for use as late as 
August, 1917, and a spring hat until the follow- 
ing fall, it is entitled to be a great deal more

This is called strawberry rash or Mm- 
flammation eczema of the skin. The 
phe gene that attracts the patient’s at- 
tention are a sense of burning or heat 
and redness. These are aiso attended 
with itching. The patient In his efforts 
to relieve the itching by scratching only 
increases the malady. The skin may 
become very moist, and serum of the 
blood ma abpear upon the surface as a 
watery ischarge which then dries, 
forming a crust or scales. This dis- 
ease comes from eating too many straw- 
berries. The acid in the strawberry 
causes the blood to ison the skin. 
For a local treatment the following pre- 
scription is recommended: Ammoniated 
mercury. 2 dr.; rose kylon, 2% dr.; oxide 
zinc oint., 2 oz. Apply morning and eve- 
ning to the affected parts.

Horace Greeley and the Bolt of 1872. 


MERICAN. pclitics in 1872 produced 
some preposterous conventions and 
candidates. Gen. Sherman, writ- 

ing to his brother, John Sherman, the 
Republican leader, said: 

“Grant, who never was a Republican, 
is your candidate, and Greeley, who 
never was a Democrat, but quite the 
contrary, is the Democratic candidate.”’ 

Henry M. Stanley, the explorer, meet- 
ing Dr. Livingston in the heart of 
Africa, gave the noted missionary the 
accumulated news of five years, wind- 
ing up with the American politics. 

‘Hold on!” exclaimed Livingston. ‘‘You 
have told me stupendous things, and 
with a confiding simplicity I have swal- 
lowed them down. But there is a limit 
to all things, and when you tell me 
that Horace Greeley is become a Dem- 
ocratic candidate I will be hanged if 
I believe it.’’ 

Internal dissension developed in the 
Republican party during Grant’s ad- 
ministration, resulting in a third party 
calling themse!ves Liberal Republicans. 
They met in «‘incinnati in 1872, a revolt 
not unlike the Progressive split in 1912. 

Many eminent men, theorists and re- 
formers joined. Among them were Carl 
Schurz, Senator Lyman Trumbull of II- 
linois, Senato> Fenton of New York, 
Senator Sumnor of Massachusetts, and 
a host of newspaper editors, including 
Horace Whita of the Chicago Tribune: 
Samuel Bowles, Springfield Republican: 
Murat Halstead, Cincinnat! Commercial; 
Henry Watterson, Louisville Courier- 
Journal, and llorace Greeley, New York 
Tribune. 

It was a mass meeting rather than 
a convention. No delegates had been 
elected in the regular way. A roll was 
made up, assigning to each state dele- 
gates equal to itr congressional repre- 
sentation. 

They strugg!ed over a platform first, 
adopting unanimously many reform 
propositions, cnief of which was a de- 
mand for speedy removal of politica] 
disabilities of Southerners and more 
liberal treatment of the states lately in 
rebellion. But tariff reform, one of 
the animating causes of the movement, 
they sidestepped vecause they could not 
agree. 

Horace Greeley was nominated for 
President on the sixth ballot, his prin- 
cipal opponent Fkeing Charles Francis 


Adams. 


The Democrats, who had been in hope- 
less minority «ince the Civil War, met 
in national couvention at Baltimore two 
months later. Thinking to play a stra- 
tegic politica] trick on the regular Re- 
publicans, they adopted the Liberal 
Republican platform and nominated 
Greeley as their candidate. 

The Republican old guard refused to 
be bluffed and meeting at Philadelphia, 
renominated President Grant and stood 
pat on their record. 

For a time during the campaign there 
was indication that Greeley would win, 
but before elaction day the preposter- 
ousness of his nomination and the im- 
possible comoination of Liberal Repub- 
licans and unreconcilable Democrats be. 
came apparenx. 

Grant was «verwhelmingly victorious 
at the polls. Greeley’s spirit was shat. 
tered and in three weeks he died.

Household Hints 


HEN cutting a sleeve turn the 
sleeve the long way of the cloth so 


that each edge comes near the selvage 
and you can most always get one-half 
of a sleeve out of the space if the gocds 
are one yard wide. 

To clean a sponge, rub thoroughly into 
sponge a fresh lemon; then rinse in wa- 
ter to which soda has been added. 

Coffee stains may be removed by lay- 
ing stained linen over a large dwvep 
dish; then pour boiling water over th- 
cloth, and if necessary it may lie in it 
until the stain disappears. 

When crocheting or doing embroidery.

To remove ink stains, dip the stain !n 
boiling water, rub with salts of sorrel 
and rinse well. 

Fruit stains can be removed by dipping 
first In boiling water, then rub on am- 
monia, saltpeter and castile soap made 
in a paste; rinse well. To remove 
grease spots from carpet, etc., wet with 
the paste made the same as above; use 
chlorofomn to restore color, or cove! 
with powdered chalk and iron. 


Cement in China.

AMERICAN AIRMIEN 
BEAT BACK A Bla 
FLOCK OF GERMANS 


They Rise at Bar-le-Duc and 
Meet Raiders Outnumber- 
‘ing Them 2 to 1. 


Special Cable Dispatch to the Post-Dis- 
patch and New York World. 


PARIS, June 7.—Details of the part; 


played by the American squadron in the 
aerial battle that raged over Bar-le- 
Duc on the occasion of the visit of 14 
Ge:1man airmen to that town on June 
1 have just reached here. They are giv- 
en by Sergt. Lufbery, who represents 
the Philippine Islands in the corps. 
Lufbery writes he is sure the German 
raid was due to the presence of Amer- 


ican flyers in the vicinity of Bar-le- 
Duc. “They tried to get us when we 
were in the Belfort sector,” he adds, 
“and now they’re on our trail again.” 

Reconnoitering Over Verdun. 

When the German machines started 
across the French lines toward Bar-le- 
Duc, Sergt. Lufbery and James McCon- 
nell were making a little reconnoiter- 
ing flight over the Verdun front. 

Lufbery got back to camp without en- 
countering the raiders, but McConnell 
met and faced the whole lot of them sin- 
gle-handed. He fired one belt of car- 
tridges at them from his machine gun 
and turned back at least one. | Adjust- 
ing his reserve ammunition, however, 
he dropped his belt overboard and found 
himself confronted by two Fokkers less 
than 100 yards away, without a car- 
tridge. 

Eighteen bullets pierced the sides of 
his Nieuport within a few inches of his 
head before he ducked to gafety. Land- 
ing in a shell-pitted field, he smashed 
up the machine and had to walk home. 

Meanwhile the Germans were raining 
bombs on Bar-le-Duc so thick and fast 
that Kiffin Rockwell of Atlanta, who 
has been mentioned for the military 
mqcal, wrote: 

“IT thought sure I’d be killed on the 
ground, and I felt pretty sick, as when 
I get mine I want to be in the air.”’ 

His machine was put out of commis- 
sion in the fighting over Verdun the}. 
week before—at the time when Lieut. 
William Thaw and he were wounded— 
and so he could not join the others at- 
tacking the raiders. 

Outnumbered Two to One. 

Headed by their French Captain, 
Sergts. Bert Hall, Victor Chapman, 
Norman Prince and Elliot Cowdin dart- 
ed aloft as soon as the invading squad- 
ron’s approach was telephoned from the 
firing line. They opened fire directly 
over Bar-le-Duc, but the Germans out- 
numbered them more than 2 to 1, and 
both the Captain and Prince were 
forced downward, one with a punctured 
gasoline tank, the other with his am- 
munition box blown off by explosive bul- 
lets. 

Soon after Cowdin’s machine gun 
choked, and he, too, descended. Hall 
and Chapman kept after the Germans 
until, reinforced by a French squad- 
ron from Toul, they were able to force 
them back into their own territory. 

The nine Americans and the two 
French officers commanding them are 
installed in a visa which Joffre him- 
self wouldn’t scorn as a temporary 
domicile, sleeping in real beds, shav- 
ing with hot water and eating excellent 
food.

Whenever ani wherever they meet a 
Fokker or an «cviatik they are expected 
to bring him down or force him to turn 
tail. If they cai do this without sac- 
rificing their °wn machine or lives so 
much the better, but it must be done.

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_ OF CIVILIZATION 


War in Vicinity of Nineveh Calls 
Up Atrocities Boasted of 
by City’s King. 


WASHINGTON, June 10.—The strong 
offensive developed recently by Russian 
forces against the Turks, northwest of 
Bagdad, has awakened interest in Me- 
scpotamia and particularly in the ruins 
of the great city of Nineveh, lying just. 
across the Tigris from Mosul and a 
probable battlefield during the Musco- 
vite assault upon this Moslem key to 
the upper valley of the historic river. 
Concerning the ancient capital of As- 
syria and the manner in which its buried 
secrets have been brought to light with- 
in very recent times, Albert T. Cary, 
professor of Assyriology and Babylonian 
literature at Yale University, has sent 
a communication to the National Geo- 
graphio Society, part of which has been 
released from the society’s Washington 
headquarters, as a war geography bul- 
letin. Prof. Cary writes: 

“One of the romances of the last 7 
years has been the unearthing of the 
remains of forgotten empires and the 
decipherment of their ancient records. 
A little over a half-century ago what 
was known concerning the ancient peo- 
ples of the nearer East, besides that 
which is contained in the Old Testament, 
could be written in a very brief form. 

“Israel was then regarded as oné of 
the great nations of antiquity. Abra- 
ham belonged to the dawn of civiliza- 
tion. The references to other peoples 
in the Old Testament had little mean- 
ing, for few appreciated the fact that 
the history of many pre-Israelitish na- 
tions had practically faded from _ the 
knowledge of man. The pick and spade 
of the explorer, however, and the pa- 
tient toil of the decipherer have thrown 
a flood of light upon the situation; ruin 
hills of the past have been opened up to 
the light of day, out of which emerge 
marvelous revelations in the form of 
written records and other remains, 

“These, although written in languages 
and scripts the very existence of which 
was unknown to man for 2000 years or 
more, are now forced to reveal their 
story of religion, politics, science and 
life of not a few of the ancient and 
forgotten peoples. 

Israel Was Small Povwer. 

‘These researches have resulted in as- 
tounding revelations. Israel, instead of 
being one of the foremost nations of 
antiquity, is now found to have been a 
small power which had thrived in the 
late pre-Christian centuries, and had 
occupled a comparatively insignificant 
position among the great nations of the 
age. Instead of the patriarch Abraham 
belonging to the beginning of time, it is 
now found that he occupied a middle 
chapter in the history of mankind.” 

Prof. Cary tells of some remarkable 
documents found in the ruins of Nine- 
yeh’s “congressional library,’’ where 
manuscripts were catalogued and ar- 
ranged according to subject matter, 
much as in our libraries of today. One 
clay tablet discloses the fact that “the 
sweetest story ever told” was told with 
the same naive fervor 6000 years ago 
as it is today. It is a lover's plaint, 
thus expressed: “‘To Bibea, thus says 
Gimil Marduk: May the gods Shamask 
and Marduk permit thee to live forever 
for my sake. I write to inquire con- 
cerning thy health. Tell me how thou 
art. I went to Babylon, but did not see 
thee. I was greatly disappointed. Send 
the reason for thy leaving, that I may 
be happy. Do come in the month of 
Marchesvan. Keep well always for my 
sake.”’ 

Whether Bibea received this missive 
from her solicitous Gimil is not known, 
but she should have, for there was an 
elaborate post system in that day, and 
ir is Known that there were regular 
dispatches between some of the principal 
cities. Among the large amount of ma- 
terial unearthed have been many ship- 
ping tags made of clay. These have’ 
upon them the name and address of the 
party to whom the merchandise was 
sent. 


Atrocities of Ancient War. 

If all the atrocity charges made 
against the various belligerents dur- 
ing the present world war were true 
and were multiplied a hundred fold 
they would not reach the limits of 
cruelty attained by the famous King 
of Nineveh, Ashur-natsipal III, whose 
own accounts of the refinement of 
the art of torture have ‘been un- 
earthed recently beneath the very 
plain where Turk and Muscovite are 
now battling for possession of the 
cradleland of civilization. This King 
wrote concerning one of his cam- 
paigns: 

“To the city of Tela I approached. 
The city was very strong; three fort- 
ress walls surrounded it. The inhabi- 
tants trusted to their strong walls 
and their numerous army; they did 
not come down or embrace my feet. 
With battle and slaughter I attacked 
the city and captured it. Three thou- 
sand of their fighting men I slew 
with the eword; their spoil, their 
goods, their oxen and their sheep I 
carried away; many captives I burned 
alive. I captured many of their sol- 
diers alive; I cut off the hands and 
feet of some; of others I cut off the 
noses, the ears and the fingers: I 
put out the eyes of many soldiera Ll 
buflt up a pyramid of the living and 
& pyramid of heads. On high I strung 
up their heads on trees in the neigh- 
borhood of the city. Their young men 
and their maidens I burned with fire. 
The city I overthrew and dug it up, 
and burned it with fire; I annihii- 
ated it.” | 

A correspondent of the Geographic 
Society adds: 

“The imagination is staggered at 
the very thought of that pyramid of 
the living, human beings piled one 
upon another suffocating, strang) 
perishing slowly and miserably =
